1. (l)These rules may be culled the Reserve and Auxiliary 
Air Foiecs Act (Amendment) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Reserve and Auxiliary Air Forces Act Rules, 1953, 
(1) in rule 2, for clause (c), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely 

"(c) ‘State Government’, in relation to a Union terri- 
tory, means the Administrator appointed in respect 
thereof, under article 239 of the Constitution;" 

(2) in rule 35A,- 

(a) for sub-rules (2) und (3), the following sub-i tiles 
shall be substituted, namely :- 

“(2) The Central Advisory Committee shall consist of 
twenty three members to be appointed by the 
Central Government, of whom one shall be the 
Minister of Defence who shall be the Chairman 
and another shall Ire an officer of the Air Force 
who shall be the Secretary of the Committee. 

Provide that the Chief of the Air Staff shall always be a 
member of the Committee. 

(3) The State Advisory Committee for every State shall 
consist of nine members and for every Union territory shall 
consist of five members, to be appointed by the Central Gov- 
ernment, of whom one shall be an officer of the Air Force 
who shall be the Secretary of the Committee; and the Central 
Government shall nominate any one of the other members to 
be the Chairman of the Committee : 

Provided that in the State Advisory Committee for any 
State or Union territory having a Council of Ministers, a 
Minister of that State shall be appointed a member thereof 
and where so appointed, he shall be the Chairman of that 
Committee”; 

(b) for sub-rule (10), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely 

“10(a) The quorum of the Central Advisory Commi- 
ttee or a sub-Committec thereof, shall be as nearly 
as may be one-fourth of the total strength of the 
Committee or Sub-Committee, as the case may be, 
subject to a minimum of two members in the case 
of the said Sub-Committee. 


(b) The quorum of a State Advisory Committee for 
a State or a Sub-Committee thereof having more 
than live members, shall be three, and of a Stale 
Advisory Committee for a Union territory or ol 
a Unit Advisory Committee or a Sub-Committee 
thereof having live members of less shall be two. 

(c) Subject to the quorum specified in clauses (a) and
